NEW MOSCOW 
ATTACKS 
Wild Accusations

Israel has again become the subject 
of violent Soviet denunciations and 
attacks. 

In addition to the accusations against 
Israel made in recent Soviet Notes to the 
Western Powers, Moscow Radio has 
charged Israel with planning, “ together 
with the United States.’ to. deprive the 
people of Syria of their independence. 

The broadcast alleged that there was 

“evidence ’’ to show that Israel had 
openly. interfered Syria's internal 
afiairs: It referred to “ Israel's bandit 
attack” last auturmn against Egypt and 
said that Israel had actually helped the 
King of Jordan to establish a régime of 
terror and. aggression, 

These unfounded and wild Russian 
accusations have been surpassed by a 
statement made by the Soviet Ambas- 
sador in Cairo, Mr, Dimitri Kiselev, who 
accused Israel of having “sent spies to 
Moscow.” He alleged that Isracli 
Government had sent to the sixth Youth 
Festival in Moscow its agents for the 
purpose of sabotage ‘spying and 
especially. to embarrass the delegations of 
the Arab peoples and -to harm _ the 
Moscow Government. This, he said, was 
the reason why the Soviet authorities had 
decided to “ expel” the Israeli delegation,

Polish Government has 
pended. the granting of . passports 
to call cmizens. The emigration 
of Jews from Poland is therefore no 
longer. possible. [he . measure. 1s 
reported to be of a temporary nature. 
and it is expected that new regulations 
will be anhounced shortly. 

According to reports from Warsaw, 
the reason for the. suspension of the 
issue of passports. is that there have been 
many thousands. of applications, more 
than. the authorities could cope with. - 
- Furthermore, the visits abroad have 
involved a great drain. on foreign. 
currency. At least 30,000 applications for 
passpotts have reached various depatt- 
ments the. last few months, and 
altogether 300,000 people are reported to 
have asked for permission to tour foreign 
countries. 

The suspension has caused giéat anxiety 
among. Jews, as there are a large 
number anxious to ate. 
hoped that emigration will not be stopped 
permanently, and that a new. decision 
enabling Jews to emigrate to Israel will 
be announced next month.

Problem of the 1960s.

THE VOCATION ISRAEL

Furthermore the text itself includes some 
Hebrew words untranslated (footnotes 
indicating their meaning) and they. were 
sung with very good pronunciation gener- 
ally by soloists and choirs. One felt that 
its repeat rendering at a Three Choirs 
Festival (it. was given last. year at 


“Gloucester but unfortunately clashed with 


Rosh Hashana), and the care and devo- 
tion shown by all concerned in affording 


it a - rendering. of worthiness and 
reverence consututed a Kiddush 
Hashem.

THE BUND 
‘HE celebration this year of the 
Jewish 
Socialist Democratic Party (Bund), 
iS a poignant reminder that, despite 
the many vicissitudes it has passed 
through in this generation, the 
movement still valiantly carries on 
its activities. Although its member- 


ship has been reduced te a minute_ 
fraction of what it. used: to be, and 


the whole organisation is a mere 
shadow. of its. former self, it) still 
manages to exist and. make its 
voice heard. if no longer really 
listened to, in Jewish affairs. It has 
several publications across the 
Atlantic, and in Paris there still 
even a Yiddish daty, which, to its 
credil, managed to 
tilegally under the Nazi occupation. 

Founded in. Vilna in 1897 (by 


a coincidence, the: same year as 


the first Zionist Congress) for the 


primary purpose. of improving the 


conditions of Jewish workers, whose 
number grew with the increased 
industrialisation at the end of the 
nineteenth century, the Bund was at 
first concerned only. with. Jewish 
economic problems. The unspeak- 
able poverty of the Jewish worker 
and his degradation in Tsarist 
Russia provided ample room for a 
party with a Socialist content. In 


fact. there was a series of strikes 


of Jewish workers in Vilna. Minsk. 


tated the formation of the move- 
ment... But within a decade or so 


of its birth, the original aims to. 
secure better economic conditions . 


for Jewish labourers were super- 
seded by those. aiming. at securing 
Jewish political rights. Thus the 
Bund quickly placed itself in’ the 
forefront of Jewish parties crusad- 


_ing for equality, for Jewish national 


autonomy, and above al! for 
Yiddish culture and the Yiddish 


language as the national tongue of 


the Jewish people. In this: respect 
it did outstanding service in Poland, 
as well as in Russia, until it was 
banned by the Communist régime, 
a ban which still exists against the 
party..in. all..Communist. countries. 

Like other Jewish organisations, 
the Bund, too, has suffered ‘rom 
internal rifts and splits. But one 
of the main causes of its decline 
was no doubt the fact that, despite 
its excellent work in fighting against 
the disabilities from which the Jew 
suffered, it rejected categorically 
the:idea of political Zionism. The 
Jewish masses in Poland, Lithuania, 
and elsewhere, who immediately 
after the First World War came in 
their thousands. to support the 
Bund, soon  réalised short- 
comings. 
even at the time when, as on the eve 
of the Second World War, the Bund 
in Warsaw still managed to publish 


one of the best newspapers in 
Poland, strongly supported by a 
team of forceful writers. The party 


rapidly lost ground and popularity. 


Today a good many of the old

This. decline continued. 
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Bundisits would seem to_ have 
realised the futility of their fight 
against Zionism. More and more 
of them are coming round to share 
in the enthusiasm for Israel's 
rebirth and development. Yet quite 
a number, especially among those 
who managed to emigrate and 
settle in the United States, con- 


tinue to cling to the past—a past. 


which, apart from the one short- 
coming in the Bund’s attitude to 
Zionism, is one worthy of praise,

“On the Safe 


By MARGARET 


WAS talking to some friends the 

other day. One of them was 

telling us that she had. gone to 
an interview for a position with a 
big firm and that-she was now wait- 
ing for the result.

Halakha can 
(at least as. vet) have no place, an area 
of activity. which constitutes what we 
mean by human. progress. ; 

Torah is, indeed, fitly to be symbolised 
by the Hebrew Bible with the Ten Com- 
mandments at its centre; but. it cannot 
be equated with it in concrete or prag- 
matic terms, inasmuch as Torah inchides. 
not only what the Bible has so far been 
discovered to. méan, but also all the 
further depth of meaning waiting still to 
he discovered therein by due hermencuti- 
cal process and dynamic Jewish faith.

 Servative than in Reform services, but 


it is still a moot point how much of 
the Hebrew used jin prayer.is under- 
stood by the worshippers. 

I believe the future of Conservatism 
is inextricably bound up with the 
speed with which Israel will be able 
to give of herself to the Jews of the 
Diaspora. This search for a lead from 
Israel is expressed by the important 
step taken recently that every graduate 
of the. Jewish Theological Seminary 
must spend one year in. Israel before 
graduating. . I think the risk is clearly 
known: some. even: many, of the 
students may find life in Israel too 
attractive to return to the heart- 
breaking job of talking about Judaism 
in America.
